Activist receives ‘chiling’ thre, 


Computer-disguised voice similar to earlier case

n Edmonton environmentalist, involved with 
Pieccise eco-terrorist Wiebo Ludwig, has received 
a threatening call warning him to stay away from 
the Ludwig family and to “watch his back.” 

Gray Jones, executive director of the Western 
Canada Wilderness Committee’s Alberta branch, 
received a phone call March 24 from a person whose 
voice was disguised by an electronic device. 

“Tt was a computer-generated voice saying ‘watch 
who your friends are, stay away from the Ludwigs, 
watch your back’ and ‘we know where you live,” said 
Jones, “It’s very eerie. It is something you remember. 
A human voice has vulnerability; this is like being 
confronted with some sort of a robot or something.” 

The call came the morning after Jones participated 
in a presentation on the effects of sour gas flaring, 
with members of the Ludwig family, in Sherwood 
Park. But Jones didn't report the call to police until 
April 21, two days after a bomb blew up a van that 
belonged to Ludwig, the Hythe-area man who faces 
several charges in connection with incidents of van- 
dalism in the oil patch. 

“Tt made me think,” Jones said of the blast, which is 
being investigated by police. 

Police spokesperson Sgt. Bryan Boulanger says 
police treated the complaint seriously. 

“Anyone would have been alarmed by it and in light 
of the activities (Jones) is involved in, I can under- 
stand he would have concerns for his personal safe- 
ty,” Boulanger said. 


Councillor eyes Et-tel fund

hen Coun. Robert Noce 
Pf recenus suggested the city 

borrow from its $500-million 
Ed-tel fund to help cover a predict- 
ed $1-billion shortfall in operating 
costs over the next several years, a 
few eyebrows were raised. For 
starters, the Ed-tel fund is part of a 
sacred pact between politicians 
and voters that helped the sale of 
Ed-tel go through in 1995: city hall 
would give up an annual $45 mil- 
lion dividend, but would invest 
money from the sale and spend 
only revenues generated by that 
fund. The same arrangement is 
being discussed in the debate to 
sell EPCOR, 

But critics suggest that if Noce 
is ready to dip into the Ed-tel fund 
just four years after the deal, it 
won't be long before the city 
blows any earnings from an 
EPCOR sale, either. 

One of those critics is former 
mayor Jan Reimer. She says “high 
rollers” are controlling the debate 
over how much money the city 
spends and what it’s spent on. 
Reimer says a wish-list of projects 
worth hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars threatens the future of the Ed- 
tel fund. A recent long-range 
report prepared by city administra- 
tion says that even with tax 
increases of four to five per cent in 
each of the next several years, the 
city will still be short almost $1 bil- 
lion to repair and improve infra-

“My MA thesis is about using 
theatre as a healing tool, so I 
wrapped up all my experiences 
with the RCMP, that was the larger 
context, but the actual thesis 


focused on a project called Run- 


ning Through the Devil’s Club, 
which was a show about surviv- 
ing sexual abuse that I developed 
with seven other women in ’95. It 
was a really spiritual kind of pro- 
ject. The work I’ve done with fam- 
ily violence is some of the most 
meaningful work I’ve done in my 
life.” 

Her thesis won an international 
award and helped her secure fund- 
ing for her MFA in theatre. 
Hurford was ready to expand 
her horizons beyond popular 
theatre to other realms and 
genres. She directed a num- 
ber of newer works before 
seeking something better- 
known to finish her thesis. 
Enter Sam Shepard. 

“I was kind of getting 
hassled by profs who were 
saying, ‘everything you do 
is abstract, non-realism 
sort of stuff,’ so Shepard’s 
Buried Child is my link 
between abstraction and 
the modern, well-made 
play. And they laugh 
because they go, ‘this is not 
‘a modern, well-made play.’ 
But this is the closest thing 
that I could connect to.”

“They change the action as much as they 
can without the scholars realizing what's hap- 
pening. It’s a play filled with constant change 
— all the scholars do is react. The audience 
will never know what's going to happen next.”

And it shows how 
doubt affects the way we see our- 
selves: doubt in our abilities, in 
our futures. It begins in great con 
fusion and ends with its breath 
still held. The only sure thing is the 
honesty and directness of the tale 

Madeline Vesey (Lisa Harrow) is 
a British actress whose career has 
stalled and left her in Queens, New 
York. She bumps into Oliver 
(David Suchet), a film director, 
and wines and dines him, Oliver’s 
life isn’t going anywhere either. 
He’s unemployed and living in a 
men’s shelter run by a local 
church. In fact, Oliver isn’t even 
Oliver — he’s a computer pro- 
gramuner named Matthew, a recent 
victim of IBM's downsizing. He 
isn't sure what to think of Made- 
line’s advances and every time he 
tries to tell her she’s got the wrong 
man, he somehow only deepens 
his impact on her life. 

At times the movie threatens to 
become a simple thriller (there are 
je alous ¢ exes, and hedge c lippers . 
are mentioned as implements of 
violence), but every time you think 
you're comfortably within a genre 
flick, director Jonathan Nossiter 
casts you into doubt again. It’s

bear on an experience like En- 
counter in the Third Dimension. 
For instance, it’s not so much a 
movie as an eye-popping advertise- 
ment for the 3-D IMAX process. 
The plot, such as it is, concerns a 
scientist unveiling his latest inven- 
tion, a 3-D process. Using this con- 
trivance for a framing device, the 
professor and his computer-ani- 
mated robot pals take us on a tour 
of the history of 3-D, starting with 
the stereoscopic photos of the 
19th century, breezing through the 
avalanche of bad 3-D films from 





the ’50s, and concluding with com- 
puter-animated theme park films 
like Terminator 2: 3-D. 

It’s a good thing there’s such a 
dearth of plot, because it allows 
you to savor the vastness and 
detail of the professor's laborato- 
ry, to feel the motion when the 
camera starts to move and to duck 
out of the way when animated let- 
ters start flying off the screen. 

The quality of the 3-D effect 
itself is amazing. Gone are the 
headache-inducing blue-and-red 
glasses, replaced by sort of tinted- 








looking ones that isolate the vision 
in each eye. And the immensity of 
the screen serves the process well. 
It was hard to tell whether it was 
the simulated motion or the con- 
cession-stand hot dog that made 
my stomach lurch so. 

At just over an hour, Encounter 
is pretty much just a tease for 
what might come out of this inno- 
vation. Any movie that offers 
Elvira, Mistress of the Dark, doing 
a musical number as its climactic 


moment has obviously set its stan-_ 


dards too low — though Elvira’s . . 


A wee’ stay 





largely due to the script, which 
Nossiter co-wrote with James 
Lasdun. The conversations are nat- 
ural, easy yet cautious; the charac 
ters serve themselves, instead of 
becoming cogs in the wheel of 


someone else's plot 
But credit also goes to Harrow 
and Suct 1et, bwo veteran actors 
who manage to breathe depth into 
two complex yet oblique charac- 
ters. Watch them move around one 
another, trying to read each oth- 
ers’ thoughts, figure out how much 
they know or what they're going to 
do or say next. They’re driven by 
doubt and their guesses — like 
yours — are seldom on the mark. 
Nossiter paints Queens in alter- 
nately subdued and alarming col- 
ors, as if the drab exterior lives of 
Sunday's characters lead them to 
imagine a world drawn from a 
palette of lava lamps and Jones 
sodas. He plays with your perspec- 
tive in the first segment of the film 
by refusing to carry his images 
from shot to shot or ground the 
action with a single person. It’s a 
subtle technique, pioneered by 
Carl Theodore Dreyer in his silent 
Passion of Joan of Arc in 1928 and 
not really used all that much since. 
it creates doubi.—>whici is,.in 
the end, the pretoplasm of life.

Ae: any science fictional topic 

always seem to lurch and amble with 
cro-magnonic puns and patronizing implications 
about fans or what fans feast on. But I'm a fan. And I 
met the man. Goldfinger. Goldbody. Goldhead. 

Threepio. 

Anthony Daniels, AKA C3P0, the voice behind 
arguably (as people of my ilk are prone to argue such 
things) the most recognizable humanoid robot in film 
history. In reality, he’s an intelligent man of humor and 
sincerity who is frankly disarming (not unlike Threepio 
when the Sand People . . . STOP IT!). The man, unlike 
the mandroid, is down-to-earth — no ego, no preten- 
sion. He’s happy to discuss the Star Wars sensation, 
and George Lucas’ development as Director and Man. 

“To say that George Lucas is not an ‘actor’s director’ 
sort of used to be true,” he conceded. “In the old days, 
he didn’t say anything (in terms of performance to the 
actors). Now . . . he talks a lot and he ‘gentles’ us into 
often underplaying things because it’s very easy to start 
overplaying things if you’re surrounded by blaster fire.” 

Has Lucas mellowed, I wonder, as a result of his own 








maturation as a person, or because he’s a father now? 

“I think both of those. He’s a very loving, very down 
to-earth father,” said Daniels. Throughout our talk, 
Daniels is serene, with a comforting gentleness. “If 
George Lucas can have a normal life, make breakfast 
for his kids and then pick them up again, I really think 
it’s something the fans can follow. It's okay to be nor- 
mal as well as a fan.” He smiles: “you can have a real 
life,” with no condescension in his tone. 

Daniels is somewhat less diplomatic, 
discussing the 
Wars features: “Listen,” he chuckles menacingly, “if 
there’s anything more cute than the Ewoks, I'm gonna 
slit my wrists, because . . . oh, I shouldn't say that.” He 
stops and, with mock gravity, affirms, “I love the 
Ewoks. I really . . . did. . . love . . . the Ewoks. I don't, 
from my knowledge of this, think there’s too much cute 
in The Phantom Menace. 

“But this is a film for all ages. Jake Lloyd, young 
Anakin Skywalker-to-be-Darth Vader, is an eight-year- 
old — naturally, a cutely charming child... So that I can 
accept.” He concludes grimly: “But I hope there's not 
too much fur.” 

I tried a tougher one. “Star Wars has often been de- 
scribed as a children’s film,” I began. “Yet we see peo- 
ple burned to death, planets annihilated, religions anni- 
hilated, a Nazi-like regime, racial supremacy and, like 
the fairly tales, it’s dark. Yes, it’s archetypally rich, in 
the Joseph Campbell sense, but why are we drawn to 
such a dark story in a world of real horrors?” 

“Because we can’t deal with real horrors,” Daniels 
intoned grimly. “People don’t survive Bosnia. They 
didn’t survive the Holocaust. Not in any way relating 
(those events to the Star Wars films), but we don’t do a 
good job at being real-life people. We get a lot of expe- 
rience through movies and we can deal with them and 
survive them. We come out of the movie theatre no 
matter what happened to the planet.” 

So what about alien-goo, zap-zap money-grabbers 
like Independence Day? 

“I thought it was . . . well, I don’t know. I didn’t like 
it. It doesn’t come from the soul. George’s movies came 
from the soul and that’s why they speak to people’s 
souls. Independence Day spoke to the soles of my feet 
as I left slightly before the end credits.”

Flame of war ain't Pe 


Film sheds light on Balkan conflicts

retty Village Pretty Flame is 
Pisses on the true story of a 
group of Serbian soldiers 
trapped in a tunnel, unable to 
escape from a Muslim unit literally 
on top of them yet incapable of 
penetrating and finishing the battle. 
The movie turns on the story of 
two friends — Milan is Serbian, 
Halil is Muslim — as they grow up 
in Yugoslavia, only to find them- 
selves, as adults, on different sides 
of the conflict. Director Srdjan 
Dragojevie scatters scenes from 
their childhood with scenes of their 
war experiences and of Milan in a 
veterans’ ward, broken and ruined. 
Strangely, perhaps due to the 
fact nothing and no one related to 
this movie has not been profoundly 
affected by the generation-spanning 
conflicts in the region, Pretty 
Village Pretty Flame transcends 
boundaries of the war-is-hell genre. 
The battle scenes and those in 
the tunnel are relatively standard 
and straightforward, though also 
exceedingly unpleasant. The sol- 
diers outside subject the Serbian 
group to a series of progressively 
wicked torments and, as the stress 
of their predicament overcomes the 
Serbs, they teach a valuable Balkan 
social studies lesson: the issues 
behind this conflict are too dense 
and deeply-rooted for outsiders to

A franchise of the longtime

Religion class studies SEX 


‘ve told you about being called 

a hussy in religion class when I 

was 11. I earned the title after I 
entered the “boys side” of the 
schoolyard to save a massive 
snowball from destruction. The 
boys had rolled it until it was 
enormous and then wanted to 
smash it. I just knew I could cre- 
ate something great with it. My 
creativity was stifled by the shrill 
voice of Mrs. Demoe, my stern 
Catholic school teacher, screech 
ing at me to “GET AWAY FROM 
THOSE BOYS!” 

The next day, in religion class 
Mrs. Demoe chided met. “I’ve 
never seen such behavior. Why 
yesterday, this young hussy was 
out in the yard making a fool of 
herself with the boys." 

From that point on, I was kind 
of put off by religion class. Not 


long after — I think it was wher 
I was told I’d get pregnant if I 
kissed a boy — this little hussy 


was off Catholicism altogether 

I recalled all this in a religion 
class at McGill University this 
week listening to a discussion on 
the pros and cons of pornogra- 
phy. Mrs. Demoe would have 
popped her girdle hearing a stu- 
dent wonder whether watching 
porn with her boyfriend would 
really improve her sex life 

The course in question is 
Sexual Ethics 260 - 271A and is 
offered through McGill’s 
Religious Studies department. It 
was Started four years ago by 
Karen Lebacqz because she felt 
there wasn’t enough frank talk 
about sex at the university level 

Predictably, the old boys in 
the department begged to differ. 
But when over 400 students 
enrolled in the class, even they 
were seduced. For the last two 
years, the course has been taught 
by Mark Shields, a snappy-look- 
ing young guy who is doing a 
PhD in comparative religious 
(non-sexual) ethics. This year, 
the class is being offered both 
semesters, with about 180 stu- 
dents enrolled in each. 

Only about 10 of those 
enrolled are from the Religious 
Studies department. The 
course is especially popular 
with ladies, though Shields 
says that this year, a record- 
breaking 28 per cent of his stu- 
dents were male. 

I’m still having a bit of a 
hard time wrappmg my head 
around the idea of a Religious 
Studies class about sex. 
Shields says it makes sense to 
examine the religious tradi- 


tions of Judaism and 
Christianity to understand how 


our attitudes and ideas about 
sex have been shaped. Shields 
returned to Catholicism about 
five years ago and realized that
